Last night's session of the board

lacking, but Contractor G. F. Hulse, 
who will Install the sprinkling sys­ 
tem, and R ussell Adkinson, nurs­ 
eryman who will supply the shrubs, 
were authorized to 
proceed with 
alterations 
in 
the 
specifications, 
which they had presented to the 
board as suggestions for cutting the 
cost. 
The changes Include elimination 
of some pipe and alterations in size 
and type of other pipe and fit­ 
tings, to slash the sprinkling sys­ 
tem estimate $925.28. 
Instead of 
getting large shrubs the board de­ 
cided to plant smaller shrubs, at 
the rear of the campus, and let 
them grow, 
thus 
saving $408.90. 
Another $403 was saved by elim in­ 
ating the purchase of peat moss 
for the lawn. 


R easons Are Cited 


There were several reasons for 
this. 
One was that P W A , helping 
finance the work, has a taboo on 
products not produced in America.

of the press comes a hard disk, 
ready to be machined.

predecessor plastics have not yet been able to 


exploit to the full. 
Chemists had to put in many hours of hard 


brain-work 
before 
the 
rather 
simple-looking 


process for producing lignin plastics could be 


called a success. 
But the very fact that they 


made it simple, hnaliy, is one factor that should 


make for its further success on a large commer­ 


cial scale. 
T o prepare lignin for its job in the plastics 


business, sawdust is .hoveled into a heavy iron 


kettle with a lid that can be clamped down 


tight, called a digester. 
Dilute acid is added, 


the lid is closed, and the digester 
is heated 


for a while. 
This raises steam and acid vapor 


inside, and changes the chemical nature of the 


sawdust— 
'hydrohzes 
it, the chemist says. 


W hen the digester is opened again, the saw­ 


dust as such is gone and in its place there is a 


dark powder swimming in a bath of dark syrup. 


The acid has changed part of the sawdust into 


a mixture of several different kinds of sugar— 


that accounts for the syrup. 
This ha s its own 


chemical possibilities, but for the moment it is 


the dark powder we are interested in. 
So the 


syrup is drained off, leaving us the powder, 


r P H I S can be put by itself into molds of 


-*• 
suitable shape and subjected to the grip 


of powerful hydraulic presses. 
It comes out 


no longer a powder but as slabs, disks, other 


shapes, very dense, hard, strong, and black as 


ebony. 


B y using dies of suitable shape, it can be 


formed 
directly 
into 
trays, 
knobs, 
handles, 


bowls— what you will. 
O r it can be piessed 


into flat "bla n ks” which cari then be turned 


on a lathe, sawed, bored, otherwise machined, 


about as you would work hard rubber. 


I bus far, it has not been possible to prepare 


the ligrnn plastic in the beautiful transparent 


and light-colored forms in which the phenol- 


formaldchyde and cellulose plastics can be had. 


I his handicap, however, can be largely over­ 


come by enamehng, 
painting, lacquering and 


other surface treatments, for it accepts them 


all very well. 
A n especially interesting facing 


can be given it by sifting powdered metal into 


the 
mold 
before 
the plastic-powder 
is 
filled 


in. 
T h e metal then becomes an integral part 


of the finished product. 


1 he 
great 
advantage 
of

wood-waste 


molding 
is 
its 
very 
low 
cost. 
Preliminary 


estimates by M r. Winslow indicate that it can 


be made in bulk for 2 or 3 cents a pound. 


Other types of plastic materials cost very much 


more than that. 
It is not improbable that lignin 


plastics will take over much of the field now

petition alone, and that it will also open up 


new fields of usefulness that

not enter now because of their high cost. 


One advantage lignin plastic shares with othei 


materials in its cla ss: it has high electrical re­ 


sistivity,

material. 
It is also resistant to acid and it« 


wateiproof qualities are very good. 


It is a poor conductor of heat, so that it 


feels warm and comfortable to the touch— 


something like its parent substance, wood, in 


this respect.

There is grea t co nfusio n a s to who is 
lev y ing tribute o n the wo rkers’ pa y env e­ 
lo pes. The result is tha t we, a s indiv idua ls, 
a re getting po o rer a nd po o rer a nd being 
o bliged to wo rk ha rder fo r wha t we get 
tha n we wo uld be if we rea lly understo o d 
who is lev y ing tribute o n the wo rkers’ 
pa y . 
No t o nly in the United Sta tes, but in 
Euro pe, peo ple a re grea tly co nfused o n this 
subject. They believ e tha t the ma n who 
do es no t pa y “ gift-wa ges” —mo re tha n is 
perma nently necessa ry to secure efficient 
help—is lev y ing a tribute o n the wo rkers. 
He might be lev y ing tribute o r he might 
be grea tly a dding to the pa y env elo pes o f 
a ll o ther wo rkers. 
Peo ple fa il to rea lize wha t the emplo y er 
do es with his pro fits—to determine wheth­ 
er he is lev y ing tribute o n the wo rkers’ 
pa y o r ra ising the wa ges o f a ll o ther wo rk­ 
ers. If he w i s e l y reinv ests his pro fits result­ 
ing fro m refusing to pa y “ gift-wa ges,” a nd 
succeeds in lo wering the co st o f the co m­ 
mo dity he is pro ducing, he is no t lev y ing 
tribute but is a dding grea tly to the pa y 
ro lls (purcha sing po wer) o f a ll his co nsum­ 
ers. 
On the o ther hemd, a ma n who ra pidly 
co nsumes the wea lth o f the la nd, either by 
spending it perso na lly o r lo sing it. by a t­ 
tempting to sta rt a business which do es 
no t reduce the co st to the co nsumer, is 
the ma n who is lev y ing tribute o n a ll the 
pa y env elo pes o f a ll the wo rkers.

when a ny o ne o utside o f the clique tries to 
get co ntro l o f the impo rta nt po sitio ns in 
the go v ernment. Ho lding o ffice in Russia 
is just a no ther kind o f pro fit. Pro fits ev en 
mo re so ught a fter tha n mo ney pro fits un­ 
der the ca pita listic sy stem.
